Hike Faces Middletown

Middletown 
Township 
School Board gave “ prelimin­ 
ary ” approval last night to a 
budget which will raise the res­ 
ident's tax millage rate on real 
estate by 14.4 mills. 


The present rate is 69 mills. 
The new budget calls for a tax 
rate of 83.4 mills. 


To the owmer of a Jubilee 
home, assessed on an average 
at $3,500, the 1964-65 tax bill 
was $207. The 1965-66 bill for 
the same home will be $291 90. 


Over 65 Pct. 


The Middletown Board’s in­ 
crease reflects a $1,000,000 in­ 
crease in the budget of the 


Neshaminy Joint School Board, 
of which Middletown provides 
over 65 per cent of the children 
and therefore over 65 per cent 
of the jointure budget. 


The Neshaminy budget was 
given 
“ preliminary” 
approval 
last month and set at $7,097,- 
563. The jointure increase was
